DISEASED AN/MALS 
INFECT HEHDS 

The most coinnion manner in which 
bangs disease is transmitted to a 
ile. n herd is thmugli the ill lodmt 
ion of inleitcd animuls. The disease 
nuiy also be contracted by placing 
heal.by cattle on a common pasture 
w.th infected cattle/. 

Infection is believed to take place 
inain y by the disease producing bad 
eria gaining entrance to the digest¬ 
ive trad through cattle eating, drink 
mg or licking contaminated material 
The infection then localizes in the 
uterus and udder. At the time oi 
abortion the afterbirth, the fluid in 
the membranes, the foetus and the 
discharges which may persist for 
several weeks after the animal has 
aborted are teeming with Brucella 
bacteria. The Infected material may - 
be spread about the pasture, yards 
or stables. Usually a cow will only 
abort once, but occasionally twice. 
She usually remains infected for 
life. This is a cosily disease, the 
calf is lost, and there is a decrease 
in milk flow for that lactation per¬ 
iod. Although the act of abortion 
is the principle manifestation of 
Dangs disease it does not ill itself 
constitute a positive diagnoss, as 
abortions may result from many oth¬ 
er sources. Have your local veter¬ 
inarian take a blood acmple to be 
tested to prove whether the cow is 
infected or not. 

CONTROL 

To prevent introducing the disease 
buy replacenfents only from dean 
herds. All additions should be neg¬ 
ative to the blood test. They should 
be Isolated for 60 days and, if poss¬ 
ible. another blood test taken before 
being allowed to mix Trith the new 
herd. 

To control and eradicate the dis¬ 
ease ill a herd c out fulling only a 
few reactors, all cattle may be blood 
tested and the reactors sold for 
slaughter. This would have to be 
follow eil by a blood test every three 
• months until all reactors are elim¬ 
inated from the herd. Infected cattle 
shou d be sold for slaughter and not 
to the neighbors. 

Many livestock men prefer to 
follow a yearly program of culfhood 
vaccination. Tills policy Is favored 
as they consider it less expensive 
than slaughtering a high percentage 
of the herd. Calves are vaccinated 
between the ages of four and eight 
months to develop resistance again t 
Brucellosis. If this is done for five 
or six years a herd can be built 
up in which the vaccinated heifers 
on maturity replace the reactors. 

A large number of Alberta ranchers 
have followed this program for sev¬ 
eral years. As a result .in some cas¬ 
es where they had thirty to forty 
abortions in the herd yearly, this 
has been cut down to one or two. 
The aim in the use of the vaccine 
in a Brucellosis infected herd should 
be directed toward eradication of 
the disease, as well as the assurance 
of a calf crop.
